Suez, Egypt, June 
20—(JP)— 


The British freighter Indian Enter- 
prise exploded and sank in the Red 
Sea yesterday, and 72 crewmen 
are missing, agents for the vessel 
announced today. 


Only one member of the crew of 


73, an injured man, was rescued 
after a blast tore the ship apart 
about 300 miles south of Suez. 


Spokesmen for' the agents said 


the 7,100-ton ship, en route from 
London to Indian Ports, was car- 
rying 580 tons of explosives' con- 
signed to the Indian government.

taxes late yesterday. It was de- 
signed to meet President Truman's 
requirement that the excise cuts 
must be offset by larger taxes 
elsewhere, before he will sign th« 
bill. 


This would cut the tax load of 


small corporations earning from 
$5,000 to $167,000; but jump the 
present 38 per cent income tax 
rate for the biggest corporations 
to almost 41 per cent.

I sincerely hope the Borough 


Council will not give serious con- 
sideration to the recent proposal 
to convert the Pennsylvania Aven- 
ue'river bank from Poplar street 
west into a parking area. 


Warren's first and greatest asset 


is certainly its natural beauty. The 
greatest single factor in that beau- 
ty is the long, curving sweep of 
river bank as one comes in from 
the west, beginning at the railroad 
bridge and completed by the con- 
crete bridge in the center of town. 
This must be obvious to every- 
We, since it is universally com- 
mented on not only by strangers 
but even by our own citizens who 
might presumably have grown in- 
different to it from long associa- 
tion. This is true in the daytime 
and equally at night, with the 
lights of Warren reflecting up from 
the river. 


I do not intend to write either 


an ode or a. dithy-ramb. 
Many 


well-intentioned 
people 
suppose 


there is a sharp divergence be- 


tween the beautiful and the prac- 
tical; that the two concepts ate 
mutually exclusive. I cannot agree. 
The quality of natural beauty- 
such as the river affords us in that 
long stretch—-has dolJar-and-cents 
value to the entire community, par- 
ticularly to hotels, tourist homes, 
restaurants, and- all 
businesses 


that benefit 
from tourist trade. 


Even if it had not—if it had noth- 
ing more than the ability to light- 
en and refresh the spirit—it would 
still be a mighty poor idea to cut 
off the view of the river with a 
line of parked cars. 
I believe the original plan for 


Warren, drawn by General Irvine 
and Andrew Ellicott -about 1795 
provided that the banks of both 
the Allegheny and the Conewango 
should be kept open for parkway 
purposes. If that had been done 
our town would be even more 
beautiful- than 
it is. However, 


some of our grandfathers scotched 
that, no doubt 
on 
"practical" 


grounds. Let us not be similarly 
foolish.

RENT CONTROLS KEPT ALIVE 


The passage of a rent control bill by both houses of 


Congress is a victory for President Truman, albeit almost 
wholly a political triumph. 


At the start of the year prospects for extension of 


federal controls seemed dim. The president wanted them 
continued a year beyond the June 30 deadline; he got 
only half that, but controls are being kept alive. 


As Bruce Biossat, NEA writer says in an editorial, he 


achieved this much largely because this is an election year 
and many congressmen from large cities feared reprisals 
at the polls if they allowed controls to lapse. 
Surely 


Mr. Truman is well aware of the issue's political potency. 


If you strip away the political covering, what- is the 


merit of the rent control argument in 1950? 


Price controls are long since gone from every other 


area of American life. Is there any justice in continuing 
them on housing alone? 


A fair answer would seem to be that so long as a gen- 


eral housing shortage existed rent ceilings federally gov- 
erned were a wise and proper measure. For the theory 
behind any price control is to block an upward price 
surge when demand for a product clearly outruns supply. 


Unless all signs are wrong, there has been no general 


shortage of living space in this country for a long time. 
Serious deficiencies continue in many localities, but the 
impact of three years of heavy private building gradually 
it making itself felt in more and more areas. 


Perhaps the whole matter thus should have been turn- 


ed back to the states and cities last year or earlier. They 
do have power to decontrol if they feel their situation 
warrants, and a lot of sections have exercised that power. 
But by staying in the picture, the federal government 
has given other areas an excuse for not establishing their 
own controls—as would seem more sensible. 


New York and Wisconsin already are operating under 


Mate rent controls. Their initiative unhappily hasn't been 
widely copied. The time has come to leave the problem to 
the places where shortages still exist. 
They've leaned 


on Washington long enough for protection. 


The new extension won't go beyond next January. 
Controls should stay wherever there is real housing 


lack. 
But the dots on the national shortage map are 


no longer big enough to be the concern of Washington. 


BACK TO 'SPLENDID ISOLATION'? 


Britain's friends in America can only feel rather em- 


barassed at the short-sighted, partisan, isolationist policy 
Statement of the British Labor Party on the issue of Euro- 
pean unity. 


Prime Minister Clement Attlee since has made some 


effort in the House of Commons to convince Europe and 
us that his government does not go along the whole way 
with this party view. Still, he appears only to have mud- 
dled matters worse. 


To Americans it sounds plain enough: Britain is sel- 


fishly bent on insulating her socialist experiments at what- 
ever cost in vitally needed co-operation with the remainder 
of free Europe. At a moment in history when her tra- 
ditional leadership would count most heavily, she seems in- 
tent on turning inward and letting Europe go hang. 


Free peoples of the Atlantic area can only hope this 


manifesto does not reflect the sentiment of all Britons.

American Guard's Campaign 
Paid Off in Indiana Primary

ANDERSON, Ind:— (NEA)—When the organizers of the Anderson 
•**• American Guard decided to launch their good government move- 
ment to clean up local political conditions, they figured that the cost 
of educating the voters and arousing public interest would be about 
one dollar per head. Madison County has a population of about 100,000. 
That meant a budget of $100,000 for a 15-month period—October, 194& 
to December, 1950. This would carry them through the May, 1950 
primary and the November election. 


Actually, the Guard's executive director, young C. O. "Chuck" 


Harbaugh, says it has operated on something less than that. He esti- 
mates costs will be about $75,000. Most of this has gone for printing, 
newspaper advertising and radio time. 
The Guard's staff, in addition to the $12,000-a-year director, in- 


cludes a research director, an auditor, a publicity man, two secretaries 
and a messenger. Headquarters is in the first floor of a big old frame 
house a few blocks off Main Street. It has a neon sign to make clear 
its location and its open operations. 


The dues were put at $5 per family unit. The Guard now claims a 


membership of about 4000, in about 2500 family units. That means 
about $12,500 from memberships. The Guard decided it would take 
no money from corporations or business firms. But several individuals 
have contributed $1000 apiece, others $500, $200, $100, $50, $20, $10. 
TT was decided to organize from the bottom up, instead of from the 


top down. There are 65 precincts in the 14 townships of Madison 


County. The average'precinct had about 600 to 800 voters. In a few 
rural areas, the township was the precinct. In the city the precincts 
took in 10 to 20 city blocks. 


The big job was educational, and it was aimed at the May primary. 


What were the officers to be elected—what did they do? What were 
their salaries? How long were they elected for? What did a congress- 
man do, a circuit court judge, the prosecuting attorney, the state 
legislators, the county clerk, recorder and commissioners, the township 
trustees, justice of the peace, constable? 


Next, who were the candidates? Their names, their records? 
Here the American Guard decided to publish a "Voters' Manual." 


It is a 56-page pamphlet. I'm told that when the Guard took the copy 
for this manual to one Indianapolis print shop, U-A.W.-C.I.O. head- 
quarters in Detroit called up the printer and told him if he took the 
Job, he would never get any more union business. He passed it up. 
But another union shop took it, and the booklet came out -with a 
union label.

The result of all this awakening of public interest spoke for itself 
in the primary election last May. Fifty-six per cent of Madison 
County's eligible voters went to the polls. This was higher than any 
of Indiana's 92 counties. -In the 1948 primary the turn-out in Madison 
County was only 33 per cent of the voters.
